Sun Tzu observed that supreme art in warfare is not winning 
every battle. He felt the supreme art was in getting the enemy to 

surrender without having to fight the battle Tullius 

It is of special interest to read the words of Marcus Tullius 
Cicero regarding the danger of internal subversion. In a speech 
the Roman Senate, as recorded by Sallust, Cicero said. 

A nation can survive its fools and even the ambitious. B'ut it 
cannot survive treason from mthm. An enemy at the gates is 
less formidable, for he is known and he carries hli ^ nnen ?^ nl ?
